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1968 Agawam High Graduate Now Working 
In Siberian Oil Fields For Texaco

A young student playing basketball at Agawam 
High School in 1968, concerned with the dangers 
of Communism and Vietnam, finds himself today 
200 miles south of the Arctic Circle in Siberia with 
Russian co-workers—and enjoying it. 

The former AHS graduate is Richard Brindle, 
Jr., son of Town Councilor Richard and Marion 
Brindle of Barney Street, Agawam. He is presently 
employed by Texaco International Operations, 
Inc., a subsidiary of Texaco, Inc. as one of 12 per- 
sons on a special two-year project to reactivate 
unproductive and less-than capacity producing oil 
wells in Siberia. 

in its effort to boost its poor economy, the Rus- 
sian government in Moscow passed Resolution 
10-R, a decree that permits Russian oil companies 
to seek temporary technical expertise outside 
Russia to increase gas and oil production. 

Brindle explained that a Russian company call- 
ed Sutenminskneft contracted with Texaco Inter- 
national Operations, Inc., to work with one arm of 
its organization called Muravienkoneft. “All gas 
companies in Russia eventually come under the 
Oil and Gas Ministry in Moscow,” Brindle explain- 
ed in a recent interview. 

The contract calls for Texaco International to 
‘workover’ approximately 145 oil wells in the 
Sutormin Oil Fields of Siberia, 1,500 miles nor- 
paces ot Moscow and 200 miles south of the Arc- 
tic Circle. 


It’s Back To The School Bus Stop... 
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With modern equipment and technology, Tex- 
aco sent men to Siberia in September 1992 to 
determine the feasibility of the project. The area 
is a 20 by 40 kilometer field of 4,000 wells. Some 
wells ceased production, others were damaged, 
or had decreased in production for a variety of 
technical reasons, Brindle said. 

Making Existing Wells More Productive 

Russian engineers and experts assisted the 
Texaco people in studying the history and condi- 
tion of the wells and 145 were selected for 
“workover.’”’ Brindle emphasized that they are not 
drilling new oil wells, but working over exisiting 
wells to make them productive or more efficient. 

Twelve persons (Brindle among them), were 
hired from 180 applicants for the Biglece This 
group was divided into two teams of six who 
rotate working 28 days on the job and 28 days off. 
Up until this time, Brindle said, there was work to 
do on the off days, but the project is far enough 
along now for him to spend time off sight-seeing, 
traveling, or at home in Denver. 

Brindle is a work-over supervisor in charge of 
two Western-style rigs that are being transported 
by train. He will supervise a crew of 40-50 Cana- 
dians hired to operate the rigs, and he will report 
to the project supervisor in Aberdeen, Scotland. 
Offices of Texaco’s European operations are in 
Aberdeen.

The last Town Council meeting that | attended 
was a very interesting event. The mayor presented 
his budget to the council, and they swallowed it 
hook, line and sinker. What is so bad about that, 
you may ask? 

Well, if you are among Agawam’s wealthy elite 
and don’t mind paying a hundred or so dollars 
more than was necessary, you can stop reading 
right now. If you don’t fall into that category, then 
perhaps you should stop and think for a moment. 

The budget had a surplus of over TWO MILLION 
DOLLARS, and had a carry-over of over ONE 
MILLION, SIX HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS 
from last year. This is not a testament to good 
government management.

It is most in- 
teresting that when Councilor Willis demanded 
that the budget be voted on one item at a time, 
that the rest of the mayor’s cheerleaders voted 
against doing so. 

What extra little (?) slush funds may have been 
lurking in the background that did not want to see 
the light of day? Did some of our councilors simp- 
ly tire of the meeting and want to go home? Listen 
up, Councilors, | don’t care if you are missing 
Monday Night Football of your favorite mini- 
partes this is the most important meeting of the 
year!

At the August 30th budget deliberations, Coun- 
cilor Joanne Willis tried to make it sound as 
though the taxpayers were grossly overcharged. 
Her insinuation that there was a $2 million 
surplus in the 1993 fiscal year budget failed to 
take into account some very large bills which do 
not get paid until after the end of the fiscal year. 

Money was appropriated in fiscal 1993 for 
water, sewer, and trash costs incurred during the 
Jast quarter of Fiscal 1993 (April through June). 
The City of Springfield does not send the bills un- 
til after the quarter has ended. 

Therefore, the monies are held until the bills are 
received. This accounts for approximately 
$800,000 of Mrs. Willis’ alleged surplus. Another 
$600,000 is carried after the close of the fiscal 
year to pay teachers’ salaries through the months 
of July and August. This is part of the 1992-1993 
payroll budget. 

About $500,000 of Mrs. Willis’ alleged $2 million 
surplus will be carried forward into ‘‘free cash” for 
balancing the budget in fiscal 1995. This free 
cash, which will reduce future taxes, must be cer- 
tified by the state before it’s available to use in FY 
1995. 

Free cash has gone down in recent years due to 
more accurate local budgeting and reductions in 
state aid. This remaining money is used to pay for 
other expenses incurred in fiscal 1993 that have 
not yet been billed to the town. 

| hoped that, after four years on the council, 
Mrs. Willis would have a better grasp of the town’s 
budgeting process.

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Walsh Hopes Potholes 
Will Be Alleviated 
By Road Projects 


Saying there were too many pot-holes in the 
streets and bridges in need of repair, State 
Representative Michael P. Walsh (D-Agawam), 
has announced that the Legislature passed an ad- 
ditional funding package for road and bridge pro- 
jects. The funds were included in an appropria- 
tions bill signed into law on August 19th, 1993. 

“Due to the condition of our infrastructure, | 
was pleased to support the provision that man- 
dates more road and bridge repair work. The 
package, worth $3 million, will be used under a 
pay-as-you-go plan which will not require any 
capital improvement bond expenditures. The plan 
is good for the taxpayer and the travelers of our 
roads and bridges,” said Walsh. 

Rep. Walsh said the issue of public safety was 
an important factor in weighing the need for addi- 
tional funds. He pointed to several area roads 
which would qualify for repair work. Walsh said 
the funds would be freed up in the next several 
weeks. 

“With dilapidated streets and many bridges 
closed for repairs, additional resources are clear- 
ly warranted. The Legislature’s efforts to maintain 
a safe and passable roadway system will be 
enhanced with the passage of these funds. It is 
my hope that badly needed upgrades be com- 
pleted as soon as possible,” said Walsh. 

The Massachusetts Highway Department will 
be responsible for implementing the roadway 
repairs associated with this latest appropriation. 
Walsh indicated that the funds come at the right 
time as a great deal of road work is completed 
during the fall months. 


IRS Reminds That 
Clinton’s Tax Bill 
Is Retroactive To Jan. 1 


Do you expect to have taxable income over 
$115,00 this year? If so, then you may be subject 
to a tax rate increase recently signed into law by 
the President. The new tax rate of 36% is retroac- 
tive to January 1st, 1993. 

“Since many of you who will be affected by this 
new tax rate, already make estimated tax 
payments, now is the time to consider increasing 
your payments to reduce your liability at the end 
of the year. The third payment of estimated 
federal income tax for 1993 individual income is 
due September 15th,’”’ said Gerard R. Esposito, 
Boston IRS District Director. 

Taxpayers who earn under $115,000 may also 
be subject to estimated payments. Generally, if 
you expect to owe $500 or more this year, and ex- 
pect that your annual withholding will be less 
than 90% of the tax shown on your 1993 return, 
you probably need to make estimated federal tax 
payments. 

This includes self-employed taxpayers, or tax- 
payers who expect income with no withholding, 
such as lottery winnings or unemployment com- 
pensation. 

Failure to pay enough tax through either tax 
withholding or estimated payments may result in 
underpayment penalties. 

The remaining estimated tax due date for the 
1993 tax year is January 18th, 1994.

In a campaign statement issued this week, 
Mayor Christopher C. Johnson stated his strong 
support of the Agawam Public Library: 

“One of the brightest points of light in the many 
wonderful services that Agawam provides is our 
public library. The library offers many different 
kinds of materials for people of all ages. During 
the recent fiscal crisis, many communities have 
been forced to make significant reductions in 
library services. Some communities have 
significantly reduced their staff size and 
materials budget, which have resulted in shorten- 
ed hours, branch closings, and empty shelves. 

“The Agawam Public Library has avoided 
layoffs and the talented staff continues to provide 
top-quality services to all the residents of 
Agawam. | have tried to maintain funding for the 
library, and in fact the book budget has risen a 
total of $19,000 over the past four years as com- 
pared with level funding. 


“tn addition, the Chief Librarian and her staff 
have been very successful in obtaining com- 
petitive grants to provide additional materials and 
equipment. This hard work has allowed the library 
to diversify its collection and acquire public ac- 
cess personal computers and software. They 
manage to do all this with a staff size of less than 
one-half the state average for a community of 
Agawam’s population. 

“In addition,” continued Johnson, “over the 


past four years the library’s circulation has reacn- 
ed an all-time high, and the number of borrowers 
utilizing the library has increased by over 50%. 
During the upcoming months, the library will be 
acquiring a computerized card catalog system 
called Online Public Access Catalog (OPAC). 

“OPAC will allow residents to have computeriz- 
ed fingertip access to the catalog of all the 
library’s materials. Instead of searching through 
endless drawers of cards, users will be able to ac- 
cess the catalog of materials by computer utiliz- 
ing word and author search features. OPAC will 
also help the staff with the tedious task of up- 
dating the catalog, and make the library’s opera- 
tion more efficient. 

“Along with a wonderful staff, the library is 
blessed with many wonderful volunteers who pro- 
vide invaluable assistance, and it is also blessed 
by the generosity of many civic groups who make 
annual donations to improve and expand the 
library's materials collection. These donations 
help the library continue its expansion into audio, 
visual and computer mediums.

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Mayoral Candidate Willis Vows To 
Strengthen Public Health 


Agawam City Councilor Joanne Willis, can- 
didate for mayor, has vowed to strengthen the 
Town of Agawam’s commitment to public health. 

Citing a lackluster record on the part of the pre- 
sent administration, Willis stated, “I am proud to 
have assisted the citizens in their battle for im- 
proved public health programs. We must 
establish a firm and ongoing commitment to the 
genera. health and well-being of the people of 

gawam.” 


During her four years on the City Council, Willis 
has consistently demonstrated her support for 
public health programs. Prior to the opening of 
Agawam schools in 1991, Willis called upon the 
chairman of the Board of Health to publicize 
guidelines to prevent an outbreak of the 
shigellosis epidemic in Agawam and suggested 
the use of cable television to broadcast important 
information to the public. 

In an effort to preserve the environment, Willis 
contacted the chairman of the Council’s Recycl- 
ing and Solid Waste Disposal Committee in June 
of 1992 to ask that the committee study the 
feasibility of the town providing a household 
hazardous waste collection on its own or in con- 
junction with a neighbor community. 

In November 1992, Willis pursued the hazar- 
dous waste collection with the mayor and asked 
for its inclusion in the 1994 budget. Only now with 
elections at hand have the residents been promis- 
ed this collection in the spring of 1994, though no 
funds were included in the budget to pay for the 


collection. 

Last year, Willis fought for the restoration of 
the sanitarian’s position in order to insure the 
public’s health and to secure the public’s trust in 
the proper health and sanitary standards 
employed in the local food establishments. 

Prior to the state legislature mandating rabies 
vaccinations of cats, Willis, as the acting mayor 
working with the Health Agent and the Dog Con- 
trol Officer, directed the law department to draft a 
local ordinance to require the rabies vaccination. 
Said Willis at the time, “Broadening the vaccina- 
tion requirement to include cats is the Town’s 
preemptive strike on the rabies epidemic.” 

Willis met and advised the parents’ group 
which organized the petition drive to seek full- 
time nursing coverage in the schools. She feels 
that issues such as nursing coverage and the 
unhealthy conditions in the town-abandoned Ot- 
tawa Street fire station should have been address- 
ed swiftly by the administration and without the 
additional efforts by citizens to petition their local 
government to act on their behalf. She also co- 
sponsored a Council resolution in support of the 
continued operation of Western Mass. Hospital. 

Willis concluded, “I remain steadfast in my 
commitment to public health in Agawam. | will 
take all steps necessary to restore the public’s 
trust in our public health programs. | will provide 
the necessary staff and the necessary funds to 
prevent potential threats to the public health, and 
to resolve promptly public health crises as they 
arise.”

Mrs. Willis Promises Fiscal 
Responsibility In Administration 


Joanne Willis, City Councilor and mayoral can- 
didate, haS announced that one of the main goals 
of her administration will be to promote ool 
responsibility and accountability at all levels of 
municipal government. 

In light of surpluses in the budget and in the 
water and sewer enterprise accounts, Mrs. Willis 
believes that fiscal responsibility depends on a 
thorough understanding of the budgetary process 
and a realistic appraisal of municipal services 
and the funds needed to provide them. 

Previously, Councilor Willis sought meetings 
between the administration and the City Council 
to examine bonding, focal aid, valuations, and 
departmental expenses. Although no such 
workshops were scheduled, Willis has promised 
that they will become a reality under her ad- 
ministration. 

After ‘Willis noted a budget surplus a $2.2 
million, the mayor indicated that some of the 
surplus would be used to play leftover water and 
sewer bills from the City of Springfield. Upon 


careful review of water bills from July 1990 
through March 1993, it is clear that the carryover 
for water purchase—almost $287,000—is twice 
the expected amount needed to pay the final 
water bill for 1993. By law, the Town of Agawam 
euet lower water rates when such a surplus ex- 
sts. 

The sanitation department has an available 
balance left in the just-ended fiscal year of 
$580,591.13, which represents 28% of the depart- 
ment’s adopted budget. in sanitation department 
Carryovers from previous years, there are $935,000 
left in available funds. 

Councilor ‘Willis stated, “i believe that as 
mayor, | will be obligated to provide the City Coun- 
cil as well as the taxpayers with a complete finan- 
cial picture. Fiscal stability must be in tandem 
with fiscal responsibility. 

“The surpluses and the carryover funds that we 
have found clearly indicate that we can and we 
shall stem the tide of rising taxes and water and 
sewer rates,” she concluded.

Rigs will be manned day and night, Brindle 
said, since extremely low temperatures (down to 
50 degrees below zero) make it impractical to stop 
the rigs at night and start up again in the morn- 
ings. 

After graduating from Agawa High in 1968, 
Brindle earned a bachelor of arts degree in history 
from McPherson College, Kansas. He drove large 
trucks out of Boston and in 1975 took a job with 
Texaco as a roust-about in the oil fields out west. 
“This is an entry-level job for non-engineers,” 
Brindle explained. 

After two years, he was made a production 
foreman and supervised approximately 30 Texaco 
employees and 50 contract employees in the Utah 
oil fields (responsible for 10,000 barrels of oil a 
day). 

Living in Casper, Wyoming from 1980-1990, he 
was a drilling supervisor up and down the 
Rockies. 

In 1990, he entered the Denver Office of Texaco 
(Reservoir Dept.), managing production for the 
Denver area. Then, in 1991-92, he was technical 
advisor in the Drilling Department, until he ap- 
plied to Texaco International Operations and was 
hired in January 1993 for this special two-year pro- 
ject. 

Brindle is married to the former Kristine Hefta 
of Grand Forks, North Dakota, a chemical 
engineer at the Denver Texaco office. They are 
parents of Eric, 9; Adam, 7; and Joseph, 11 
months-old. The couple loves to travel and plans 
are to meet after his current 28 days are com- 
pleted (in Copenhagen, Denmark for a week or so 
of sight-seeing, then on to Norway). Later, they 
plan to go to Switzerland and eventually Greece, 
Brindle said. 

After flying into Moscow on Delta Airlines, Brin- 
dle travels by chartered plane to Nyabrisk, the 
closest town to the airfields that has an airport, 
and then 90 kilometers by bus. He has an apart- 
ment in Muravlenko where the project offices are 
also located. The Canadians will be housed in a 
campsite at the fields. 

Translators are available and one goes with him 
into the field. Although he took a four-six week

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course in Russian, he considers it a difficult 
language and plans to continue studying it. The 
language has 32 letters, he said, most of them dif- 
ferent from our alphabet. 

Correspondence reaches Siberia by Fax 
machine or currier, Brindle said, as mail and 
telephone service is slow. Telephone calls from 
the site are made via a satellite over the Indian 
Ocean, he said. He phones his wife in Denver 
weekly (via satellite), and they fax material back 
and forth. “‘We are basically in a news vacuum 
also,” he said. “We receive no newspapers except 
the rare ones brought by currier. 

Enjoys Work, Traveling, And Meeting People 

“l always thought it would be fun to have ajob 
where one can travel,” he stated. So, besides real- 
ly liking the work he does, he enjoys the traveling 
and meeting people. 

The Russian people were a surprise to him, he 
said, considering the stereotype ideas Americans 
have of Russians. “If | expected them to be heavy 
and dumpy, wearing drab, shapeless clothes, boy 
was | wrong!” He said many wear bright colors, 
yellow, red, and green, and a lot of makeup, 
especially lipstick since it has only been available 
to them since 1988. 3 

The Russians Brindle has met are warm and 
friendly, he said, and are curious about 
Americans, especially how we live and how much 
money we make. He explained that the Russian 
government owns most of the housing, which is 
huge apartment complexes, so the people have 
no property taxes or mortgages. 

Brindle thought of Siberia as a frozen 
wasteland (until he went there). ‘‘The area we are 
in is very much like Cape Cod,” he said. “Under 
about %-inch of topsoil is white sand, and there 
are lots of scrub pines.” 

Asked about future Russian-American coopera- 
tion, Brindle said, “If the Russian frontier opens 
up, there is tremendous potential for growth, 
especially in the northern section of the country. 
If we can gain their respect and trust, and in- 
crease the production in their wells, we hope that 
in the future we will be permitted to drill new wells 
with our Western technology. 

“The world is definitely shrinking very fast,’ 
Brindle exclaimed. “If anyone told me five years 
ago I’d be working in Russia, | wouldn’t have 
believed it.”

Giving the dog a bath is probably not a favorite 
chore in most pet-owning households. This is for- 
tunate for two Agawam businesses, Elaine’s Pet 


Salon and Paradise Grooming Salon. Even when it. 


comes to grooming your dog, you can go to a pro- 
fessional, someone who knows the difference 
between a “‘fluff-dry” and a “crate-dry.” 

In 1971, Elaine Greco received a Standard poo- 
dle as a gift. So began two Agawam businesses, 
Elaine’s Pet Salon and Paradise Grooming Salon. 
Greco, who groomed her poodle herself, was pro- 
fessionally trained in 1972, and opened Elaine’s 
Pet Salon in the Hollow Pines Shopping Center in 
Feeding Hills in 1973. 

In 1988, Mrs. Greco sold Elaine’s Pet Salon to 
Kelly Gallant. Mrs. Greco went back into business 
in 1991 with Paradise Grooming Salon, 582 Spr- 
ingfield Street, Feeding Hills. Her daughter-in-law, 
Karen Greco, manages the business. She is alsoa 
professional, with over 20 years experience. 

Elaine’s Pet Salon, located at 702 Springfield 
Street, Feeding Hills, has been owned and manag- 
ed by Kelly Gallant since 1988. She is assisted by 
Jesse Ward and Angie Rush. 

Both salons are set up like beauty parlors. Ser- 
vices and prices depend on the type, size, and 
condition of the dog. Ona poodle, for example, 
Paradise Grooming would rough the fur, comb, 
bathe, and fluff dry the dog. Finishing work is 
done, such as clipping the nails. 

“Fluff drying” is when the groomer hand fluffs 
the dogs’ hair, the way a person may fluff their 
hair dry. “Crate-drying” is more like blowdrying, 
but the dog is put in a “crate.” Elaine’s Pet Salon 
and Paradise Grooming Salon both fluff dry all 

ogs. 

“A lot of dogs just don’t come out as nice (be- 
ing crate-dried). You don't get as nice a clip on 
them,” said Mrs. Gallant. Since most of her 
clients are pets not accustomed to the crates, she 
Says, “It’s not as much trauma on them.” 

Although prices are hard to pinpoint without 
seeing the dog, there are price ranges. At 
Paradise Grooming, a small poodle would run 
$18-$25, a medium poodle would be $25-$30, anda

large poodle would be more than $30.

‘Our prices have not been raised in five years,” 
said Mrs. Gallant, over at Elaine’s Pet Salon. Pric- 
ing at Elaine’s, as well as at Paradise Grooming, 
is determined by the breed, size, and condition of 
dog. A large dog, such as a German Shepherd ora 
Labrador, could take more than three hours, and 
would therefore be more expensive. A dog with ex- 
tremely matted fur would also be more expensive. 

‘You have to really be able to handle the dogs,”’ 
said Mrs. Gallant. “It’s almost a bigger part of the 
job than the actual grooming.”

Build A Better Sandwich 


A healthful sandwich is more than a pile of 
sprouts on top of turkey breast layered between 
two thin slices of bread. 

Healthful sandwiches open up opportunities 
for variety and creativity. Here are a few ideas: 

* Fill sandwiches with legumes mashed with 
salsa or cajun spices and lowfat mayonnaise. 

e Pile sandwiches high with vegetables. Let- 
tuce, spinach leaves, sliced tomatoes, onions, 
cucumbers, radishes and zucchini add flavor and 
texture. 

e Include chopped vegetables, such as celery, 
onion and green or red peppers, in chicken, tuna 
or egg salad. 

e Spoon coleslaw, made with low-fat dressing, 
into chicken or turkey sandwiches. 

e Top lean roast beef or turkey with 
mushrooms, onions and green peppers sauteed in 
a small amount of olive oil. 

e Add a layer of crushed pineapple, sliced ap- 
ples or bananas. 

e Dice apples, pears or grapes and combine 
with chicken salad. 

e Choose enriched, whole-grain breads such as 
whole wheat, multi-grain, rye, oatmeal or bran 
bread. 

© Wrap fillings in soft tortillas or spoon into pita 
bread. 

e Prepare sandwiches with mustard, 
horseradish or a drizzle of plain low-fat yogurt in- 
stead of high-fat spreads, such as butter or 
mayonnaise. 

e Substitute chicken or turkey breast, lean roast 
beef or lean ham for higher-fat fillings, such as 
salami and liverwurst.

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Small Potatoes 


Potatoes, humble though they may seem, are 
among the most versatile of foods. Plain, boiled, 
fried, just the peels or without. To accompany 
everything from burgers to rib roast, they are, like 
bread, a staple in cultures all over the world. 

You can dress them up or have them plain. 
They're rich in vitamins, low in fat ... a good nutri- 
tional choice. There are as many ways to serve 
them as the imagination can take you. 

: It’s easy to take the potato for granted, but 
life without them might be very drab indeed. 
Thousands of years ago, the Incas cultivated 
them, but it wasn’t until the 1500’s that they 
became common fare in Europe. 

Adapted from a recipe by Jane Brody, Potato 
and Corn Chowder is a hearty, traditional dish for 
the fall and winter. 

POTATO AND CORN CHOWDER 
(Serve 6) 

Ya pound lean smoked pork, diced 
1 large onion, peeled and finely chopped (1 cup) 
2 pounds boiling or all-purpose potatoes, peeled 

and diced into 42-inch cubes 
1/8 cup carrot, finely chopped 
1 rib of celery, finely chopped (about 12 cup) 
1/8 teaspoon thyme 
2¥%2 cups water 
Freshly ground black pepper to taste 
Salt to taste (optional) 
1 (16 oz.) can cream-style corn 
1 cup skim milk 
Ya cup minced fresh parsley 

In a heavy saucepan or Dutch oven, preferably 
one with a nonstick surface, cook the pork briefly. 

Add the onion and carrot (if you are not using a 
nonstick pan, you may first need to add 1 teas- 
poon of oil), and cook them, stirring often, until 
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the onion is soft. 

Add the potatoes, celery, and thyme, and stir-fry 
the mixture for 30 seconds. 

Add the water, pepper, and salt (if desired). Br- 
ing the mixture to a boil, reduce the heat, cover 
the pot, and simmer the mixture for 10 minutes or 
until the potatoes are just tender. 

Stir in the corn, and simmer the soup 5 minutes 
longer. 

Add the milk and parsley, and heat the soup un- 
til it is hot but not boiling. 

There are basically three varieties of white 
potatoes. New potatoes are good for boiling and 
make wonderful potato salad. All-purpose 
potatoes are just as the name implies—useful for 
most any use potatoes can be put to. 

Baking potatoes such as russets are perfection 
with a little sour cream and a sprinkling of chives. 
Red potatoes are especially sweet and may be 
substituted for all-purpose potatoes with ex- 
cellent results. 


ZESTY ROASTED POTATOES 
(Serves 4) 
2 pounds small red potatoes 
4 tablespoons olive oil 
Ye teaspoon salt 
Ye teaspoon black pepper 
3 tablespoons grated Parmesan cheese 
Preheat oven to 425F. Halve or quarter the 
potatoes so that they are in approximately 
1¥%-inch chunks. Place the potatoes on a nonstick 
baking sheet. Drizzle on oil, sprinkle with the salt 
and pepper, and toss to coat completely. 


Potatoes should be in a single layer on the baking 


sheet. 

Bake for about 20 minutes. Turn the potatoes 
with a spatula and sprinkle the cheese over them. 
Bake for about 20 minutes longer, until the 
potatoes are golden brown and tender when pierc- 
ed with a fork. 

For lunch or as a light supper, Zucchini-Potato 
Casserole is an easy dish to prepare. Leftover 
mashed potatoes may be used with good results. 
This casserole also takes advantage of fresh sum- 
mer vegetables. 

ZUCCHINI-POTATO CASSEROLE 
(Serves 6) 
2 cups raw zucchini, peeled and coarsely 

grated 
%4 teaspoon salt 
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4 eggs, separated 

4 medium potatoes, cooked, peeled, and mashed 
1 medium onion, chopped and sauteed 

4 ounces Parmesan cheese, freshly grated 

Dash of garlic powder 

Salt and freshly ground black pepper to taste 

Sprinkle salt on the zucchini and let stand for 10 
minutes. Drain. Combine zucchini with lightly 
beaten egg yolks. Add mashed potato, sauteed 
onion, half the grated cheese, the garlic powder, 
and the salt and pepper. Beat in egg whites witha 
pinch of salt until stiff. Fold into zucchini mixture. 

Pour into a casserole dish. Sprinkle remaining 
cheese on top. Bake at 350F for 30-40 minutes, or 
until brown. aa 

While some other European countries thrived 
on the tasty tubers, the French avoided them 
because of their association with the deadly 
nightshade family. By 1789, however, the potato 
took its place in French cuisine. 

Based on a recipe for Gratin Dauphinois by 
Julia Child, the following recipe for Scalloped 
Potatoes is so good it’s almost a meal in itself. 
Another easy-to-prepare dish, it goes well with 
steak, roasts, and pork chops. 


SCALLOPED POTATOES 
(Serves 6) 
2 pounds boiling potatoes, peeled 
1 cup of milk 
1 small clove of garlic, mashed 
1 teaspoon salt 
1/8 teaspoon pepper 
3 to 4 tablespoons butter 

Preheat oven to 425F. 

Slice potatoes thin (1/8’”) and drop into a bowl of 
cold water. Bring the milk to a boil along with 
garlic, salt, and pepper. ~ : 

Drain potatoes and add to the boiling milk. 
Distribute butter over them. Bake in the center of 
the preheated oven for about 25 minutes, until 
milk is absorbed, potatoes are tender, and the top 
has browned. Serve immediately.

‘*Year Of The Student’’ 


Promoted At Annual 


Teachers’ Meeting

Superintendent of Schools Bernard Ryder 
declared this to be the ‘‘Year of the Student” in 
his remarks to the Agawam Education Associa- 
tion (AEA) on September 1st in the Junior High 
School auditorium. 

Ryder called the School Reform Package “the 
greatest opportunity of the century” for public 
education. Ryder promised to do everything possi- 
ble to make the reform package ‘“‘successful for 
the students in our care.” 

Mayor Christopher C. Johnson, chairman of the 
Agawam School Committee, welcomed the 
veteran staff as well as the new teachers and new 
AHS Principal Russell Furtado to the new 
academic year. 

Johnson introduced School Committee Vice- 
Chairwoman Susan Pettazzoni, Secretary Linda 
Galarneau and members Louis Massoia and 
Louise R.C. David. 

Johnson said he was excited about the coming 
year because it would be Ryder’s first full year on 
the job and because Ann Favreau was on board 
for the task of curriculum review. 

“1 think he’s (Ryder) done a tremendous job tak- 
ing over from Jim Bruno (retired Superintendent) 
last year. He had tremendous shoes to fill and | 
think he’s filled them well,” stated Johnson. 

Johnson cited Mrs. Favreau for the progress 
she has already made on the job of curriculum 
review and revision. Her work will ‘“‘make a foot- 
print on the Agawam schools for decades to 
come,” he noted. 

“1 want to extend on my behalf alone many 
thanks to all of you. | thank all the teachers that | 
had when | went to the Agawam Public Schools 
for giving me the foundation to do what I’ve 
done,” Johnson said as he thanked the teachers 
for their efforts. He wished the teachers ‘“‘success 
and happiness in the new year.” 

Hoping To Improve Parental Support 

Ryder told educators that one of his goals will 
be “to assist you in our efforts to raise our 
students’ achievement levels.” Ryder stressed 
the importance of working to improve the parental 
support (“‘so necessary to encourage our students 
to work hard and study hard’’). 

Teacher recertification, staff development, and 
the establishment of student performance goals 
as mandated by the School Reform Bill will 
receive careful attention this year. Ryder felt that 
the state will continue to certify teachers initially, 
and the task of recertification and staff develop- 
ment will be the responsibility of the 


/ superintendents of the school districts. 


Although the law is vague on the recertification 
process, other states who have had similar reform 
packages have relied on the school 
superintendents and staff development commit- 
tees to serve as the agents of recertification. 

Ryder said he expects to work with the staff 


* development committee of the AEA on teacher 
| recertification. “This will strengthen your staff

Ryder urged the teachers to get involved with 
the committees that will be formed to develop stu- 
dent performance goals for the district. He said, 
“Your job, if you’re interested, is to get on those 
committees and work hard to make sure that 
those performance goals are such that you can 
live with them and the students under your care 
can succeed with them” 

In accordance with School Reform, each school 
will have an advisory council to work with the prin- 
cipal in the management of the school. Within 40 
days of the start of school, the elections for the 
school councils will take place. 

Ryder said the idea was to transfer manage- 
ment of the building to the school principal, but in 
his view, the principals here already had that 
authority. 

The councils will be comprised of teachers, 
parents, community members, and the principal 
of each school. Ryder said that although the posi- 
tions are not paid, they are positions of great im- 
portance. “The first councils are going to set the 
stage for the procedures that will take place,” he 
commented.

School Bussing In Agawam 


Have you ever wondered how bus routes are 
made? During the summer months, the momen- 
tous task of designing schoo! bus routes takes 
place each year. Routes are altered annually as 
needs change (i.e., new students, new streets, 
population shifts, etc.). 

Many issues enter the decision-making pro- 

cess. Safety is our main concern. Length of run, 
number of youngsters assigned to each bus, 
number of stops required—all of these factors go 
into our decision formula. We offer bus rides to all 
students who live more than one-and-a-half miles 
away from the school they attend. 
: Servicing all seven schools by bussing approx- 
imately 3,500 students each day is no easy task. 
Our goal is to have each bus (15 in number) arrive 
at the school at the same time. Each bus should 
have approximately the same number of students 
and be on the road for less than one-half hour. 
When the bus drops students at their school, it im- 
mediately begins its next route; we have four 
schoo! starting times, one-half hour apart. 

The busses make 54 round-trips daily, traveling 
approximately 1,200 miles each day. In addition, 
there are four noon kindergarten routes and six 
late-bus routes (two at each secondary school). 
Coupled with all of the above are numerous 
routes in-town and out-of-town for our special 
education students, and there are numerous 
routes to area vocational schools. Finishing out 
the transportation needs are routes to extra- 
curricular events including athletic, band and 
some field trips. 

All of our transportation needs are put out to 
bid on a multi-year basis. The total cost exceeds 
$800,000 a year, and the town is partially reim- 
bursed by the state via the Cherry Sheet. 

The schoo! department takes its responsibility 
seriously and does its best to insure safe 
transportation of its precious passengers. We are 
both fortunate and pleased that no serious in- 
cidents have ever occurred and will continue to do 
our best to provide what we feel is an excellent 
transportation program for your youngsters.

Vecchiarelli & Brownies Must Launch 
Early-On To Contend For AA Crown 


Mayor Johnson is gearing up for re-election 
against quality opposition. A new principal comes 
in to begin his reign of terror at Agawam High 
School. Parents are watching their young children 
head off to school on the bus for the first time. It’s 
Pressure City—all over Agawam. 

But nowhere is the pressure larger or more in- 
tense than that which sits on the broad shoulders 
of Dean Vecchiarelli. A native son of Agawam, a 
former Agawam High football player, a long-time 
veteran teacher, Michelle’s hubby, a Westfield 
State College grad—all that takes a backseat to 
the fact that he is the fourth year head football 
coach at AHS. 

And, HE HASN’T WON anything yet! And that 
eats at him night and day. 

Actually, if the phrase that fits is ‘‘What have you 
done for me lately?” then Vecchiarelli should be do- 
ing just fine as his 1993 team rose up from the 
ashes to fight hard and late against West Spr- 
ingfield to win the Annual Turkey Battle in the 
slop at West Side last Thanksgiving.

Goose Hunting In 
Canada For Fall 1993 


Early Canada goose hunting for 1993 will run 
from September 7th to 15th, with a five-bird daily 
bag. The season dates have been permitted by the 
U.S. Fish _and Wildlife service, in large part 
because biologists with the Massachusetts Divi- 
sion of Fisheries and Wildlife have demonstrated 
that no migrant Canada geese arrive in Western 
Massachusetts until after mid-September. 

A permit is required for this season which may 
be obtained by sending a_ self-addressed, 
stamped envelope with your telephone number to: 
September Goose Season Permit, Massachusetts 
Division of Fish and Wildlife, Westboro, MA 
01581. The permit is free, but the associated 
ods must be returned by September 30th, 
_ The revised season this year increases the 
likelihood that more of the standing corn crop will 
be cut, affording better goose hunting oppor- 
tunities. 

The geese droppings are polluting parks and 
local watersheds by staying around for the whole 
year. It is so bad in the eastern part of the State, 
communities such as Plymouth, Dennis, Yar- 
mouth, Sandwich and Bourne, have instituted 
goose feeding bans with a fine of $50 for violators.
